ruled

a bitterly Ironical 
judgment, especially in war. Til# 
board, therefore, had to get govern­ 
mental approval before the increase 
could be granted and sought Its 
lawyer. Then the fun started, away 
back last March. 


Affidavit* Required 


Papers were prepared and a case 
was presented to the regional wage 
stabilization director. The cemetery 
board was forced to get affidavits 
from each grave digger showing how 
much he spent for doctors' bills, 
medicine, children in school, and 
what not, and swearing he needed 
the $3 a week more. 
'Hie case dragged on for weeks and 
months, with telephone calls, letters, 
and presentations of heavy docu­ 
ments containing a lot of “pursuant 
thereto*,” “ipso facto*,” and every­ 
thing except “F, Pluribus Unum.’* 
Finally In April, the wage director 
denied the application. He sent a 
printed form letter, morr legal In 
its language than any decision the 
supreme court ever issued. 
At one place in It, the form read: 
"Tile following comments are ap­ 
plicable to your case," followed by a 
blank

More A ffidavit* 


Well, the cemetery people decided 
to fight and filed an appeal The 
grave diggers weir grumbling both 
outwardly and inwardly, but were 
kept at work by a patient manage­ 
ment, willing to foot all the expense 
of getting them a raise The appeal 
papers were drawn up containing 
mo*-* affidavits. 
Finally, last month, the mighty 
regional appeal board handed down 
its proud Judgment. It, too, denied 
the application, inserting, however. 
a “but," a very larg^'but." 
It directed that^ the board switch 
the workers to an hourly wage rate 
and Juggle the rate, and work the 
men more hours so that thev could 
be paid all but twenty-eight cents 
of th# increase 
agreed upon six 
months before by th# trave diggers 
and their employers 


T ypical of Nonsense 


No more typical example could be 
found of the depth* of nonsense to 


which war regulations have plunged 
the average man and woman.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 30 - - Al­

dent Roosevelt for a fourth term 
If. therefore, the CIO and A. F. 
of L. are going to rest their case 
on the two sections of the law to 
which Mr, Roosevelt oblected, then 
these two labor organizations are 
saving in effect that thev want the 
right to use union dues for political 
purposes and also that they oppose 
the filing of a thirty-day notice of 
intention to call strikes. 
These are 
the main 
points covered 
in 
the 
two sections to which they are ob­ 
jecting and which the president also 
gave a* the only reasons for his 
veto. 


Of Widespread Interest 


A campaign based on those two 
Issues w’ouJd not be difficult to un­ 
derstand. The right of labor unions 
to be exempt from the same law 
w’hlch for years has prohibited cor­ 
porations from using stockholders 
money to make political campaign 
contributions is one that will inter­ 
est the rank and file of labor unions 
throughout the country, especially 
at a time when the payment of dues 
is beginning to be so irksome that 
it has brought about actual support 
of the administration for dues col­ 
lection 
through 
maintenance 
of 
membership clause* in labor con­ 
tracts. 
If public attention Is to be focuss­ 
ed in the coming political campaign 
on what is being done with workers* 
money and on the apparent insis­ 
tence of high officers that politic*! 
slush funds and lobby war chest * 
be maintained, the way 
will 
bo 
opened for a discussion of whether 
repeal of both the ban against labor 
union and corporations should be 
sought. 
For lf one is eliminated 
by Congress so will the other.
